Shop, Office ‘2 and Home 
Workers To Meet 


The struggle to maintain the Mil- 
linery Union Local 43 against the 
combined attack of the bosses and the 
right wing to destroy it, will be the 
subject of a report by Sylvia Bleecker 
at the conference to unite the forces 
of all working women, it was an- 
nounced last night by the New York 
Working Women’s Federation, which 
has issued the call for the meeting 
Saturday, May 19, at Irving Plaza, 
Irving Place and 15th St. at 2 p. m. 


The call urging women in shops, 
factories, stores, offices, as well as 
women who are housewives to act at 
once and send representatives to the 
conference, draws attention to the 
great advance in the condition of girls 
and women in the millinery trade who 
have won this by their own staunch 
struggle and effort. Five thousand 
women and girls have been unionized 
within the past three years. Unor- 
ganized, they suffered from seasonal 
work and nerve-racking speed-ups 
followed by slack time and no work. 
Sanitary conditions were outrageous- 
ly bad, rooms were overcrowded and 
dirty, and wages among the lowest 
paid of any industry in the city. The 
5,000 women now in the union have 
wiped out the old conditions, used 
their power to gain union standards 
‘of wages and hours, and are —

Hundreds. Jailed. Since 
Milan Bombing 


PARIS, May 14 (By mail).—Since 
the explosion in Milan, Italy, all evi- 
dence pointing to the fact that the 
deed was the work of the fascists 
themselves, hundreds of workers, 
anti-fascists and particularly Com- 
munists are being arrested. The im- 
prisonment of the young studeht 
Romolo Tranquili near Como, whose 
only crime is the fact that he is the 
brother of a well-known Communist, 
was followed by the pronouncement 
of a phantastic charge against him by 
the General Military prosecutor:

estate agency in America as well as 
the most honest—the E. H. Strout 
Farm Agency, with headquarters in 
New Vork and hindquarters in scores 
of smaller places. It advertises in lit- 
erally hundreds of newspapers and 
magazines, and there are thousands of 
persons who read its alluring Uitera- 
ture year after year, wishing and 
hoping to get a Strout farm, sooner 
or later. 

I went to its sub-agency at Char- 
lotte, Michigan, where I was shown a 
number of their farms, all of which 
were priced out of all proportion to 
their value: When I was about to 
leave, another man came in and the 
smooth-tongued agent soon persuaded 
him to sell his farm to me through 
them.

PHILADELPHIA, May 14.—Pick- 
eting and persuasion of all kinds is 
verboten“ by a sweeping injunction 
handed down from the bench by 
Judge McDevitt to the H. G. Fetter- 
olf Co., manufacturers of Wilton car- 
pets and rugs.

If strikers accept the injunction, their 
fight for unionism at the Fetterolf 
plant is practically doomed. The over- 
whélming sentiment among thém, 
however, is for open violation of the 
writ.
